Chapter IX--The Dominus Vobiscum 


(By The Rev. Paul Bussard, Editor of the Leafiet Missal) 


GEVERAL times during Mass the 
celebrant turns about to the con- 
Stegation and says, “Dominus vobis- 
cum.” While he says these words he 
tends his hands as if to indicate 
and include everyone in the greeting. 
When he says “Dominus vobiscum” 
he says, “The Lord be with you.” 
That is a very simple and yet a very 
beautiful greeting. In fact it is more 
a greeting. It is a prayer. If 
the Lord is with any person, that per- 
#n does not need further companion- 
ship nor need he fear any harm. 
We are accustomed to greet each 


other in much the same manner in 
English, although we have long since 
forgotten the meaning of what we 
say. When you are leaying someone, 
you say “good-bye.” That means, 
‘“God be with you.” Our ancestors 
‘used to say just that—only it was 
‘4God be with ye.” As the greeting 
grew in repetition people pronounced 
it earelessly until. now it is just 
“good-bye.” I don’t suppose there are 
a dozen people in the country who 
avert to the fact that, when they say 
good-bye, they are uttering a prayer 
that is a literal translation of “Domi- 
nus vobiscum.” 

It often happens that as a language 
\develops phrases are reduced into 
‘words. For example take the greeting 
“How are you?” That is often spoken 
as though it were written, “Wharyu, 
and sometimes you hear it reduced to 
the minimum as simply “Hi!

The Popes and The 


Holy Name Society 


BY A. MATRE, K. &. G. 


POPE EUGENE IV. A. D. 1431-1447. 
UGENE IV. occupied the see of 
St. Peter from 1431 to 1447. 

Among the noteworthy events of in- 

terest to the Holy Name Society dur- 

ing his pontificate the following are 
recorded : 

Pope Eugene ITV. was an intimate 
friend of Pope Martin V.. whom he 
succeeded in the papacy. Under his 
pontificate the Holy Name Movement 
made great headway in Portugal, In 
1482 the city of Lisbon was afflicted 
by a terrible plague. The people were 
dying by the hundreds. Bishop An- 
drew Diaz of Lisbon, turned to the 
Holy Name devotion as a means for 
relief. Great public processions in 
honor of the Holy Name were organ- 
ized in which thousands took part. 
Fervent prayers in honor of the Holy 
Name were sent to heaven, apd as a 
result the plague disappeared. On Jan- 
vary 1, 1433, in gratitude for the ces- 
sation of the plague, the people turn- 
ed out in a monster parade in honor 
of the Holy Name to give public 
thanks for their signa] deliverance. 

Under Eugene IV. the enemies of 
St. Bernardine of Siena again at- 
tacked the latter and his method of 
venerating the Holy Name. Pope Eu- 
gene, after due investigation, issued his 
famous bull, “Sedis Apostolicae,” on 
January 7, 1432, and silenced Ber- 
nardine’s adversaries and gave official 
approval to his manner of Holy Name 
veneration, as did his predecesgor 
Martin Y. 

Under Pope Eugene’s pontificate 
the great Apostle of the Holy Name, 
St. Bernardine of Siena, died A. D.

Silvestro di Siena. In Germany we 
find John Werden (d. 1439). In France 
the chief promoter was Friar Richard, 
who after his sermons would distribute 
medals bearing the Holy Name mono- 
gram. This Friar received St. Joan of 
Arc into the Third Order of St. Fran- 
cis, and had induced her to place the 
Holy Name Monogram of Bernardine 
of Siena on her banner. Her last 
prayer, as she was burned at the 
stake (May 30, 1451), was a pious 
invocation of the Holy Name of Jesus. 
At her re-habilitation trial in 1454, an 
eyewitness testified that he had seen 
the Holy Name inscribed in the flames. 

Under Eugene's pontificate an Ora- 
tory was built in honor of the Holy 
Name at Voltera, Italy, where a con- 
fraternity of the Holy Name was es- 
tablished and where @ monogram,

Putting on the “appearance of an 
angel of light,” the enemy does not 
disclose his real intentions.

He repre- 
sents that union between Church and 
State is costly to the State because of 
the payment of large amounts of 
money annually to the Church, there- 
fore costly to the people from whom 
the money comes. He represents that 
the State should be the only educator, 
while his hidden motive is to take 
religion out of the life of the child. 
This is so patent in a dozen instances 
which have come under the world's 
observation during the last decade 
that there should be no need of argu- 
ment to prove it. 

The world’s statesmen today, not 
being interested in the religious ques- 
tion at all, do not take the trouble to 
investigate the reason for opposition 
to the Catholic Church. If they did 
they would find it to be uncalled for, 
and discover that organized effort 
against the Catholic Church is bound 
to break peace and harmony and good 
will, and ultimately good morals. 

The first thing which Spain did 
after breaking with the Catholic 
Church was to provide for a divorce 
law which would enable married 
couples to dissolve their union merely 
on mutual consent. This, as should be 
known to everybody, the Russian 
way, the Soviet or anti-Christian way.

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WHY PEOPLE WITH LITTLE RELIGION GIVE 
WELL TO FOREIGN MISSIONS 

How Is it that non-Catholics, to whom religion seems to 
mean so much less than it does to Catholics, contribute so gen- 
erously towards the furtherarice of missionary work? The 
answer is contained in a recent news item from Boston, which 
says: “The missionary work in foreign lands has joined the 
realm of “big business’, 

“No longer does the Christian worker abroad confine 
himself to evangelistic service. The scope of his activity has 
broadened in recent years until it embraces an elaborate pro- 
gram which also includes: 

“Schools, ranging from kindergartens to colleges. 

“Industrial and agricultural instruction. 

“Hospitals, dispensaries and clinics. 

“Social service, with settlement houses and playgrounds.” 

Missionary work of this kind appeals to many an Ameri- 
can philanthropist, who fs not especially concerned about mis- 
sionary work in the strict sense. He believes in improving 
methods of sanitation in China and India and South Africa; 
and in providing good medical schools and physicians, for the 
better physical well-being of the natives. He regards illiter- 
acy as the greatest of all evils and finds pleasure in founding 
a school or a college in these far off countries. 

Then the captains of industry contribute well to mission- 
ary causes of that kind, because they believe that the mis- 
sionary {is a good influence in cementing closer relations be- 
tween these pagan lands and our country; an influence which, 
promoting confidence, will lead them to give encouragement 
to American investments. 

The Catholic missionary program takes account only of 
souls. While the Catholic Church does all fin its power to re- 
move material illiteracy, her primary purpose is to remove 
spiritual illiteracy, and to make the people “wise unto salva- 
tion”. Like the first Apostles, he knows nothing else than 
“Christ and Him crucified”, and counts it an honor to endure 
hardships while he devotes his whole life to the Christian 
instruction of the natives and to the exercise of the Christian 
ministry among them. The Catholic missionary knows of the 
better temporal situation in his home land, of the pleasures 
enjoyed by his relatives and friends, far away, but, like St. 
Paul, he disdains it all for the sake of Him, to Whom the soul 
of the least of the pagans is as valuable as the soul of the 
best American.

In 1408 
he was created Cardinal-priest of St. 
Clement.
